BUILDING SUPPLYSTOBE 


First Unit Organized in 1869 


About March 1, 1869, the first class of the 
Methodist EpL'j opal church in Leetonla was or­ 
ganized at the home of Mrs. Catherine Stew art 
by Rev. J. J. Jackson, minister in charge of the 
Franklin Square circuit. 
J. W. Baker was the 
presiding elder. 
Tlie names of the members of the first cla.ss 
are: 
Samuel Keen, class leader; Mrs Catherine 
Stew art;

Ritter;

Soon after 
the class was organized other names v ere added 
to the roster. 
The charge embraced Columbiana, New W a­ 
terford, Fairfield, 
Leetonla.

The meetings were held at the home of Mm. 
Stew art for some time and then the towmi hall 
over the Company 
store 
was 
secured to hold 
preaching services once eveiy two weeks on Sun­ 
day evenings. 
Abraham Ulmer 
and 
John 
Keen 
sua ceded 
Samuel Keen as class leaders. 
In the autum n of 1869. the United Presbyterian 
church on the south side of Main st., a t the 
corner of P ne st., was rented, and during the 
following winter 
protracted 
meetings 
of the 
church were held which resulted in a number or 
conversions and additions to the church roll. 
In the spring of 1870, Rev. Jackson took steps 
tow'ard building a new church for his members. 
Along with John Ritter, he went to one of the 
founders of Leetonia who had contributed very 
liberally to three other 
buildmg.s, and asked 
for the donation of a lot. He was refused on the 
grounds th at the Methodists had churches in 
Columbiana, WashingtonviPe. 
Franklin 
Square 
and H art’s and did not need one in Leetonia. 
Soon after this the United Presbyterians. b-'Uig 
greatly involved 
in 
debt, 
decided to sell their 
church, disband and unite with the Presbyterian 
church ou the hill- 
Rev. Jackson, with the aid of Henry King, 
then superintendent 
of 
the 
Grafton furnace, 
and others proceeded 
to 
purchase 
the U. P. 
church which was valued at $1,400 An investi­ 
gating committee was .selected to examine the 
property. 
They 
finally 
sucxxieded 
in 
purchasing 
the 
church for $1,100 and by the close of the con­ 
ference year they had rabed half the amount. 
W. J. McConnell was added to the ministerial 
staff as an assistant to Rev. Jackson after the 
purchase of the thurch. 
Ill 1871, Rev. Henry Long was appointed pas­ 
tor of the Leetonla circuit, the Columbiana cir­ 
cuit being divided a t this time. Rev. Long raised 
money and bad a foundation wall put under the 
building, a new roof on the tower, paper on the 
walls, matting on the aisles and caipet in the 
front part of the cliurch. 
In the spring of thks year, the Sunday school 
was organized by John Aiken, who served as its 
superintendent for a number of years. 
The first 
song books for the Sunday .school were donated 
by the Franklin Square church. 
A. S. Caasady 
and C. N. Snyder foUowed Aiken as superlnten- 


1872, Rev. John Coil was sent to the Lee­ 
tonia circuit and he .served for two years.

After Rev. Ciou.se, Rev. George Elliot sei-ved 
on«' year, VV. H. Pear.son two yeais and A. J Lane 
tw'o years. 
When the church became a station it stiuiggled 
heroically to su.stain itself. 
The members, fe<'l!ng 
the we:ght of respon.slbility, general y did their 
best to meet the cuirent expc-nses.

ever, a great struggle because of the uncertainty 
of the business interests in the village and of 
the occasional panics.

Rev. P. J Fxiinoiid;; sc'nx'd the church for one 
year in 1885 and during his pastorate the D*e-

During the period between th«' sale of the old 
church and the dedication of the new, ser'dce.s 
were hela in the old Ojx'ra House, now occupied 
by Crowell-Woods Furniture store. 
J. G. Slus-ser served from 1886 until 1888 and 
he left the following record: “I entered upon my 
second ye.'*r with a hop«'iul outlook and encourag­ 
ing prosp«cUs.
